WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Andrew Car- 


aegie, continuing his testimony before 
the House Steel Trust Committee today, 
declared that the day of competition 
had passed because of the ability of 
manufacturers to fix and maintain 
prices. 
‘"Men,”’ he said, “have been able to 
sit down and agree to fix prices and 
maintain them.” 
“Do you believe that situation today 


destroys competition?’’ he was asked. 
“Certainly.’” | 
“That men in these corporations meet 
somewhere today to fix end maintain 
prices?” 
“T think that is obvious."’ 
Carnegie was asked if he agreed today 
with views he expressed two years ago, 
urging Government control of corpora- 
tions and regulation of prices. 
Favors Federal Regulation. 
“I still adhere to them,’ he answered. 
“! believe the Government should reg- 
wlate maximum prices.”’ 
“Don’t you think it an unfortunate 
condition ?”’ 
“I think the time has arrived, wheh 
that is necessary and I point to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, which 
has brought order, peace and justice out 
of chaos in the railroad business.” 
Carnegie gave the committee several 
iiustrations of his power to get busi- 
ness when he was in the steel market.

TEACHER AND SELF 


Warrensville (Ill.) Children at 
Windows See Tragedy Result- 
ing From Love. 








SLAYER A MARRIED MAN 





Victim Told Him She Couldn’t 
Go With Him, as His Wife 
Was Her Dear Friend. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WARRENSVILLE, Ill., Jan. 11.—The 


pupils- of Miss Edith Smith's school 
gathered around the windows after they 
Were dismissed yesterday afternoon, and 
gazing horror-stricken through ‘the. win- 
dows, watched a man kill their teacher 
and then kill himself. 

He was Sylvester Adams, the hus- 
band of Miss Smith’s nearest friend. He 
had become infatuated with the pretty 


teacher, and when she spurned him, he 
killed her. 
In Adams’ pockets was found a letter 
from Miss Smith, tn which she said: 
“I do not wish to go any place with a 
married man, especially the husband of 
a dear friend. Please leave me alone.’’ 


Man's Note Contained Threat. 
Another note, ready for mailing and 


addressed to the teacher, conveyed a 
threat against her if sne failed to join 
him, 
Pupils, who called neighbors, said 
adams appe.red, and demanded that the 
teacher go with him. This was just as 
schov] was dismissed. She refused, and 
a quarrel followed. The cnildren watched 
through windows, and saw the strug- 
gle, the murder and the suicide. - Ad- 
ams had locked the door from the in- 
side. 
The double tragedy made known to 
the wife for the first time the love of 
her husband for another woman. 
“It was Edith’s friendship for me that 
kept her from telling me about my hus- 
band’s advances,’’ Mrs. Adams said to- 


day. 
For weeks Adams pleaded with the 
school teacher to elope . with him. 


Through all the weeks Miss Smith re- 
mained true to the wife, whose friend- 
ship she cherished, and at the same 
time protected the honor of the man by 
never mentioning his courtship. 


Seizegd Woman by Throat. 
“One of the children told me,’’ said 
Coroner R. B. Olson today, “that Adams 
seized the woman by the throat when 
she refused to run away with him. 
“He told her that he loved her and 
could not live without her. Then, when 
she fought him away, he began to curse 
her and threaten to shoot. We do not 
know exactly how the shooting occurred, 
but the evidence of the crime tells the 
story. The body of Miss Smith was 
found just inside the doorway, a wound 
through her right cheek and brain. The 
body of Adams lay a few feet away, a 
bullet wound through the heart. 
A letter found in Adams’ pocket, 
which was written by Miss Smith Dec. 
29, axplained the visit of the man and 
his mission of love and death. The note 
was crumpled and bore evidences of 
having been read repeatedly. The pa- 


per was tear-stained. The letter fol- 
lows: 
CHICAGO, Dec. 29, 1911. 
Mr. Adams: I always thought that 


you were a gentleman, but I am al- 
most persuaded that you are not. I 
cannot and will not meet any mar- 


ried man in any place without his 
wife’s consent, and, Mrs. Adams, 
being a friend of mine, makes it 


even more sure. 
Take my word for it. I have re- 
spected your honor more than you 
have mine. If you wish my respect 
you must stop this pestering me. I 
have not told anyone about you, 
and it will be yourself that will be 
the first to blacken your reputation. 
No talk with me will help either 
of us. So please let me think as well 
of you as I can. I can overlook the 
past, but I may not the future. You 
must be a man for your wife's sake. 
May God and the angel friends 
help you. Respectfully, E.

EDITORS ARE TO ATTEND 


Rivalry of Missouri Presidential 
Aspirants Variously Viewed 
hy Visitors. 


The Democratie State Committee will 
meet at the Southern Hotel Friday aft- 
ernoon to issue a call for a State con- 
vention or primary to elect delegates 
to the Democratic national convention 
at Baltimore June 25. It is likely that 
@ convention wili be called about Feb. 
15. The big issue to be fought out in 
the convention will be whether former 
Gov. Joseph W. Folk or Speaker Champ 
Clark shall have indorsement of 
Missouri as a presidential candidate. 


The Folk-Clark controversy is a sub- 
ject of lively discussion among the com- 
mitteemen arriving in St. Louis, and 
also among the Missouri editors who are 
gathering here for a meeting Friday. 

The Executive Committee of the Mis- 
souri Press Association held a meeting 
at the Southern Hotel Thursday to de- 
cide when and where the association 
should hold its next meeting. Walter 
Williams, dean of the School of Jour- 
nalism of the Missouri University, came 
to St. Louis to invite the Executive 
Committee to send the meeting to Co- 
‘umbia during the closing week. of the 
university. 

Many Editors Coming. 

Practically ail of the Democratic ed- 
jiors of Missouri will be here to attend 
the meeting of the Democratic Press As- 
eociation. 

“The Folk-Clark controversy over the 
Missouri indorsement is becoming very 
interesting in Southeast Missouri,’’ said 
E. L. Purgell, editor of the Frederick- 
town Democrat-News and president of 
the Missouri Press Association. ‘“‘Speak- 
er Clark is being severely criticized by 
the course he is pursuing. I have never 
heretofore been a strong supporter of 
Folk, but I am supporting him in this 
fight because Speaker Clark is not keep- 
ing his pledge in the last Democratic 
platform. Our efforts to promote har- 
mony in the party and insure Demo- 
cratic guccess will go for nothing if 
Speaker Clark insists on making the 
fight for the Missouri indorsement. 

“Speaker Clark helped promulgate the 
platform indorsing Folk, and he should 
be the last man in the State to repudi- 
ate it.”

Arguments in the mill- -tax controversy 
in which the City of St. Louis is. seek- 
ing by several suits to c Oilect more than 
$1,000,000 from the United R: itways, were 
made Thursday before Judge Fishér of 
the Circuit Court. Judge Grimm, who 
has a similar suit under advisement, sat 
on the bench with Judge Fisher and lis- 
tened to. the points made by the law- 
yers. 

Representatives of three trust compa- 
nies were present and occupied seats 
inside the space reserved for lawyers. 
They were Breckinridge Jones of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co.. A. C. 
Stewart of the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., and Richard L. Goode of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. 

The suit on trial is for $51,438.29. al- 
leged to be due the city from the United 
Railways for passengers transported 


during the three months ending March | 


30, 1919. A city ordinance requires the 
company to pay the city 1 mill per 
passenger. Testimony was heard by 
Judge Fisher a week ago. Recently 
Judge Grimm heard testimony and ar- 
guments {In a sult for $45,657.59, alleced 
to be due for another period of three 
months. 
Argues Ordinance Suagtained. 

City Counselor L. E. Walther argued 
that the constitutionality of the mill- 
tax ordinance has been sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
an injunction proceeding brought by the 
United Railways. 
thing left now for the railway company 
to do is to pay the money to the city 
without further delay. 

Judge H. S. Priest, attorney for the 
United Railways, argued that the points 
at issue in this case have not been 
passed upon by the United States Su- 
preme Court, and said that the injune- 
tion suit raised entirely different issues. 

He tola Judge Fisher; that the United 
States Court held that the mill-tax or- 
dinance is not in conflict with the grants 
to the United Railways and its prede- 
cessors, but that the right of the city 
to pass the mill-tax ordinance was not 
passed upon. 

Penalty Bars Civil Suit. 

The defense of the railway is, ac- 
cording to Judge Priest, that the ordi- 
nance fixes a penalty of a fine each day 
and forefeiture of the franchise for vio- 
‘lation of its terms, and that this pen- 
alty bars a@ civil suit to collect the mill 
tax.

None of the soldiers was in a danger- 
ous condition at any time, Maj. J. L. 
Fryer, chief surgeon, says, and those 
not already well are recovering The 
authorities were at a loss to account for 
the origin of the poison which caused 
every symptom of ptomaine poisoning. 
The hash was at first believed to have 
caused the sickness, but careful exam- 
ination showed no trace of anything in 
it of a dangerous nature. The kitchen 
and meat department were closely in- 
spected last night and not a trace of 
poison found. 

The meat is always carefully exam- 
ined before being cooked, it is said. Maj. 
Fryer, who ate the hash and suffered 
no ill effects, believed that possibly a 
portion of the meat was poisoned, as 
only 150 of the 2000 who ate of it were.

Paul Rainey, Back From Africa, 
Uses Mississippi-Bred Hounds 
for Game.

LONDON, Jan. l.—Paul J. Rainey, 


who has just returned from British East 
Africa, where he has been hunting lions 
With dogs, today said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: ‘I’m going to New York for 
two months, and will then return to 
London and Paris for six months, later 
proceeding to India to hunt tigers with 
dogs. 

‘I’ve killed 74 lions in 11 months, 16 in 
one day. I have found that the only 
way to get lions is with dogs. The Gov- 
ernment sent me to kill some lions which 
they had unsuccessfully tried to poison 
in an ostrich farm reserve. My dogs 
enabled me to kill them all. 

“My dogs are American bear hounds, 
bred in Mississippi. There's a good deal 
of the bloodhound in them. They are of 
a breed which the old planters had be- 
fore the Civil War. Often they have got 
a leopard down and killed it. 

“T have two packs of 15 each, for 
tracking and fighting. My method has 
been to take the dogs out In wet weather 
and strike and follow the trail with the 
tracking pack. When the lion was found 
my boys turned the fighting pack loose.

THE MAYOR’S BLUNDER. 


Mayor Kreismann condemns himself by his 
instructions to Building Commissioner McKel- 
vey with regard to Havliin’s Theater. He re 
jects the conclusion of his own selected expert, 
an architect of high standing and capacity, that 
the theater is unsafe and that an accident en- 
tailing loss of life may occur at any time. He 
rejects the reports to the same effect from the 
expert chosen by the McKelvey Construction 
Company. He rejects the opinion of H. C. Henley, 
Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau. 

But rejecting the judgment of these chosen 
experts as to the unsoundness and dangerous 
condition of the theater he instructs his Build- 
ing Commissioner to compel the theater com- 
pany to correct al! the faults to which attention 
has been called by Mr. Hames, Mr. Blondin and 
Mr. Henley. If these capable and reliable ex- 
perts are right in their opinions with regard to 
the grave faults in the theater's construction 
and condition they are correct in their conclu- 
sion that the theater is unsafe. 

Refusing to close the theater in the face of 
such warnings, Mayor Kreismann is assuming 
responsibility that no man of judgment would 
willingly bear. Why is he assuming it? Why 
does he sacrifice public safety to private in- 
terest? 

On the receipt of expert opinion that the 
theater was unsafe the house should have been 


closed instantly. It should be closed now. 
Why does Mayor Kreismann refuse to close it? 
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During the year 1911 there were 8272 homicides 
in the United States. There were only 74 legal 
executions and 71 lynchings. For which appall- 
ing record the delays and defeats of justice are 
largely responsible. 
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HAVE YOU A BLANK? 

Confessions may by this time be said to be 
fashionable. Beginning on the Pacific Slope, 
they have spread to the Atlantic, and the inter- 
mediate localities which had not made a contri- 
bution to the custom en transit are filling in as 
fast as they can.

If Mr. iaiian| controls the Equitable ‘to the ex- 
tent of being alle to order the expenditure of 
millions of dollars without consulting anyone 
but himself, policy holders are entitled to know 
that fact. If the tremendous assets of the so- 
ciety are being employed, directly or through its 
trust company go-between, for stock market 
pawnbroking, the policy holders are also vitally 
interested. 

These two developments of the Equitable fire 
are not reassuring evidence that these enormous 
trust funds are thoroughly safeguarded against 
misuse.

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“TWO EXCELLENT STEPS. 

Two excellent steps have been taken towards 
meeting the demand for emergency relief in be- 
half of the homeless destitute persons in the city. 

The appeal of 25 leading citizens for clothing 
and bedding should meet a prompt and liberal re- 
sponse from all well-to-do families who have 
these articles to spare. Arrangements have been 
made for wagons to call at homes: The mate- 
rials should be ready. The distribution by the or- 
ganized charities should be prompt and efficient. 
The clothing should reach all the needy without 
delay. 

The bill appropriating $5000 for relief work 
which is being hurried through the Municipal 
Assembly is the first adequate movement on the 
part of the municipal authorities to take care of 
tha city’s obligations in the matter of emergency 
relief. 

But the action of the authorities should not 
stop with the expenditure of the appropriation 
for the present emergency. It should be the be- 
ginning of a permanent arrangement to shelter, 
feed and dispose of the homeless unemployed. 

Delegate Gazzolo’s suggestion to utilize the 
emergency hospital at Fourteenth and O'Fallon 
streets seems good. That or the old City Hall 
might serve the purpose. The shelter should be 
a clearing house for the destitute. They should 
be supplied with :odgin’. batn ana breakfast. 
Those who are able and willing to work should 
be given employment. The shelter manager 
should be in touch with employers for this pur- 
pose. Those who are able, out unwilling to take

Service Because of Changes 
on Coin Machines. 


INCREASE IS $30 A YEAR 


Post-Dispatch Inquiry Reveals 
Larger Commissions Are 
Allowed Elsewhere. 





The Bell Telephone Co. will raise 
its rates for business telephones Feb, 
1. The schedule of prices for residence 
telephones will remain unchanged. The 
contracts for the use of coin slot tele- 
phones, on which there have been com- 
missions of from 20 to 40 per cent on 
the earnings above the guarantee of 
20 cents a day, have been revoked. 
Subscribers for slot telephones are of- 
fered a commission of 10 per cent of 
the earnings, and the guarantee re- 
quired is reduced to 15 cents a day. 

The revocation of the former con- 
tracts on the coin slot’ telephones 
amounts to a reduction of the commis- 
sions heretofore allowed and an in- 
crease in the cost of the telephones to 
the subscribers. 

Under the new rates telephones with 
unlimited service will be installed in 
business houses for $120 a year. Di- 
rect line, unlimited service, for the use 
of the subscriber and his employes 
only, will cost $108 a year. The former 
rate was $78. Telephones on a two- 
party line with unlimited service will 
be installed for $78 a year. The old 
rate on this service was $66. 

Most of the coin slot telephones 
affected by the change in rates are 
in drug stores. A large proportion of 
the slot telephones in saloons, cigar 
stores and other places of business 
heretofore have been operating under 
the 15 cents a day guarantee and 10 
per cent on commissions above the 
guarantee. 

Complaints have been made to the 
Bell Telephone “o. by druggists pro- 
testing against the change in rates 
in the coin slot telephones. Some 
druggists have declared they will 
order their Bell telephones removed 
at the expiration of their contracts 
Feb, 1. 

The Bell company has offered to 
che druggists the option of renewing 
their contracts for slot telephones on 
a reduced guarantee, 10 per cent 
commission basis, or of installing 
telephoneg with measured or unlim- 
ited service. If telephones other than 
the coingslot machines are contracted 
for ina Seaieiees will not be allowed 
1.o charge for the use of the tele- 
phones. 

Hope for More Private Exchanges. 

The effect of the increase in rates 
will be, the company hopes, to increase 
the number of private branch exchanges, 
The rate on these exchange switchboard 
rentals will be lowered slightly, say the 
officials. This is because a private ex- 
change can be operated from the cen- 
tral station cheaper than the same num- 
ber of messages coming from individual 
phones. 

The greatest increase in the rates will 
be to business houses using direct lines 
with unlimited service. Most business 
houses not having private exchanges 
use this schedule. A small proportion 


use the two-party lines with unlimited 


service, and they will have to pay $l2 a 


year more for their phones than under 
the old rate. The increase to users of 
direct lines will be $30 a year. 

General Manager Mott of the Bell Tel- 
ephone Co. told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
vesterday that the Increase was due to 
a general reorganization of the rates 
to place the business on a paying and

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are too low to allow the company to 
pay dividends, he said. 

“The more subscribers a_ telephone 
company has avove a certain capacity 
the more is the average cost of handling 
each message,” he said. “When a 
SWitchboard is outgrown and others 
have to be installed, the additional ex- 
pense of installation and maintenance 
makes a larger average general ex- 
pense. Unless the company increases its 
rates to keep up with the extended 
service it cannot do business at a profit. 

“The public in general is benefited by 
this growth. Fach subscriber is given a 
larger ficld from -which to make calis, 
thereby enlarging the usefulness of the 
phone to him.”’ 

“The coin telephones affected by the 
new schedule do not amount to more 
than 25 per ceat of the slot machines in 
operation. The 75 per cent previously 
have been using the service on a smaller 
guarantee and commsision. 

‘“‘We cannot afford to pay subscribers 
for using our telephones. If the drug- 
gists desire to use the coin phone, we 
vill furnish it to them, but we want the 
public to know that thé subscriber is 
getting part of the money dropped in 
the slot. 

Telegrams were sent to Post-Dispatch 
correspondents in eight large cities to 
learn the rates charged, to compare 
with the new Bell rates. 

In nearly all the cities in which coin 
slot machines are used the guarantees 
virtually are the same as those de- 
manded in St. Louis, put the commis- 
sions range from 30 per cent to 50 per 
cent of the earnings above the guaran- 
tee. 

The rates in the eight citfes are ex- 
plained in the followng dispatches re- 
ceived by the Post-Dispatch:
